Certain employers have prejudices | 
against married women, as business | 
workers, Thousands of unmarried | 
women feel that married women have | 
no business downtown; feel that they | 
ought not even be school-teacher or 
run tea-rooms, “unless they are wid- | 
ows, with nobody to support them.” 

This idea sounds ridiculous, on the 
face of it, sounds simpering and ring- | 
letted and hoop-skirted, and yet it is 
widely held. In response to an ar- 
ticle of mine some six months ago, 
on the subject, one thousand women 
wrote me—most of them indignant. 
There were protesting letters from 
married womén who couldn't get work 
because employers preferred to give it 
to girls, and there were furious let- 
ters from the girls who felt that mar- 
ried women, by taking jobs, also took 
the bread and butter out of the said 
girls’ mouths. | 

“Let their husbands support them!” | 
chorused the girls. | 

“Let us work, and express ourselves, 
and keep busy, and help out with} 
home expenses!” pleaded the women. | 

Sometimes there are two sides to an | 
argument. But in this case it seems 
to me that there is only one; and that 
the married women’s side. A girl who 
takes the other side might just as well 
defend slavery, choker collars, pri- 
mogeniture, or any other outgrown, 
outlawed strange old prejudice. 

It is just as if she said: “‘we women, 
weak and inferior in mind and body, | 
must always have a male protecting 
and supporting us. If our fathers can- 
not manage it, in our girlhood, then 
we are justified in taking @ job from 
some widow, or some young man, for 
a few years, 

“But as soon as a husband steps in, 
then HE must take over the complete 
responsibility, and we must do no more 
lucrative work until that husband, or 
our alimony, fails us.” 

Now, this is simply preposterous; 
it is not what sensible women say or 
feel.

feared he would knock down the very walls of 
their home if his demands for food, and plenty 
of it, were not immediately satisfied. One day, 
therefore, he was roped, arid protestingly led 
and dragged away to the reserve set aside for 
the herd of handsome yak. 

Yak are net as swift runners as ungainly 
buffalo, nor are their feet as well formed as 
his. Sometimes at Wainwright a yak’s fore- 
feet grow so long they turn up and resemble 
miniature sleigh runners. This may be due 
to the feed they eat and to the change from 
the high altitude of cold, cloudy Tibet to the 
rolfing plains of perpetually sunny Alberta. 
Yak are not as vigorous animals as the Amer- 
ican bison, or buffalo. Injuries that often 
kill a yak, incapacitate a buffalo for only a 
short time, says A. G. Smith, the park super- 
intendent.

The gold that people carry around in their 
mouths may not be a fortune when considered 
as individual! cases, but taken in the aggregate 
it is a considerable suin aud a great deal of 
this gold does not return to the refiners. It is 
logical to suppose that persons die and are 
buried with a fair amount of gold in their 
mouths. This loss to the old gold trade is so 
serious that one Toronto refiner predicts the 
day when mining operations wil] be carried out 
over absendoned cemeteries. 

There is one Toronto refining concern that 
has branch offices in a certain city across the 
line. Into this office each month there used 
to come a yousg man with a little bottle con- 
taining smaj] buttons of gold. They would be 
weighed up and the young man would go away 
with his cash. This went on over a long per- 
iod and at length the management became sus- 
picious that there was something wrong. The 
young man refused to give any clear informa- 
tien as to where he was obtaining the gold but 
he appeared regularly each month with his lit- 
tle jar of melteu gold drops. He was followed 
and watched. They discovered that he was the 
attendant in a crematory for the human dead 
and the little buttons were the gold that nad 
been melted out of the teeth of the bodies sent 
in for cremation. 

The refiner of old gold and silver must be 
ever on the alert for the high-grader er the 
gent that gets away with rich bits of ore from 
the northern mines. Laws have been framed 
to try and stop this traffic but there is little 
doubt but that a certain amount of rich ore 
still gets across to refiners in Buffalo and other 
nearby centres in the United States, The 
Canadian law is very severe on anyone who of- 
fers high grade for sale, but the law is much 
more severe on one who buys. In the early 
days of mining at Cobalt, when the price of 
silver was higher than it is now, high grading 
was a well organized business, but the big 
northern mines in Ontario now have got things 
working so well that chemical and physical 
tests will even determine the mine from which 
high grade ore has been stolen.

other beasts from the standards of excellence 
he possesses. 

The first yak-domestic cattle crosses are 
always peevish and bad tempered for some rea- 
son. After a few crossings their horse-like tails 
disappear and their habit of grunting also. 
But the yellow yak muzzle remains after a 
dozen generations, just like the stain on the 
key to the secret chamber of Bluebeard’s castle. 
And the white face of the Hereford never can 
be eliminated from any of the offspring, no 
matter how far removed. At home in Tibet 
the yak is often called the grunting ox. There 
is a complaining, fretful quality about it un- 
like the grunting of the buffalo, the !atter re- 
sembling the grunt of a hog. However, with 
the admixture of domestic cattle flood the yak 
grunt gives way to the baritone er tenor bawl- 
ing of the cow.

T Wainwright the buffalo-yak crossings are 
quite successful. Although no one there 


has suggested it, cattlemen in western Canada’ 


and in the United States who have watched the 
hybridization experiments with great interest 
have expressed the hope that perhaps the yak 
is the “m’ssing link” between the domestic cow 
and the powerful buffalo. If a cress possessing 
the good characteristics of the bison, the yak 
and the domestie cow could be evolved out there 
near the foothilis of the Rockies, Canada‘ and 
the world generally would be immensely bene- 
fited. A few years ago a team of young buffalo, 
hitched to a two-wheeled cart, was driven in 
the stampede parade at Calgary. They be- 
haved well. 

Besides the buffalo, yak, domestic cattle and 
various strange crosses, the great Buffalo Park 
has cther denizens the Wilson boys know ag 
well as the eastern Canida farm boy knows 
cows or sheep. There are rcarly 1,700 mule 
deer in the preserve; about 500 elk; 60 or 70 
moose, and several antelope. Foxes, coyotes, 
badgers and gophers come and go at will, while 
an occasional otter or marten visits the lakes 
that shimmer under the azure skies of the 
sunny west. Mink and muskrat abound. 

Jameson lake, located near the pleasant 
farm house where Freddie and Jimmie Wilson 
live, presents an unusual phenomenon, Ite level 
is seven feet higher than that of the two lakes 
close by on either side. But, while its water 
is fresh and sweet and quenches the tnirst of 
thousands of animals and birds every day of 
the year, that in the other two lakes is bitter 
and strongly alkaline.

But it any of his wild friends nested 
at Buffalo Park Honker always paid them a 
daily visit. Crossed with domestic birds, all 
his progeny exhibit the same cheracteristics, 
Spring always finds them with the wild geese 
ou the sloughs. When the wild Canadas dis- 
appear after a few weeks, Honker’s descendants 
wander about the farmyard with sad, faraway 
looks in their eyes, disconsolately calling and
